ALTERNATIVE TO DELINQUENCY 


Former President Herbert Hoover is Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors o fthe Boys’ Clubs 
of America. At the organization’s 54th annual 
convention he said this: “We hear much these 
days as to the causes and the growth of youthful 
delinquency. The blame is usually put on the fail- 
ure of parents; the failure of religious training 
and the infections from the TV and radio. 


“But one cause is too often overlooked. That 
is that the boys in many of our slum or congested 
areas have no place to go for air and play except 
the streets. Being self-starting dynamos of en- 
ergy and also being gregarious, they join in 
groups, These groups too often step first into mis- 
chief and from there to crime.” 


The Boys’ Clubs provide an alternative. The 
members are organized into sports teams in- 
stead o finto gangs. And the clubs maintain 
shops and reading rooms where the boys are 
given the opportunity to determine their bent 
in life. 


These clubs need financial support. It costs 
about $16 million a year to maintain the presen 
clubs, and new ones are constantly being started. 

- Their only source of revenue is voluntary dona- 
tions. And every American should give, no mat- 
ter how small the amount he can affor

President Eisenhower's spe- 
cial message to Congress urging 
another postal rate increase 
presents one of those seeming- 
ly plausible arguments which is 
easily demolished by facts. 


In essence the President says 
the Post Office is losing a lot 
of money, Therefore mail rates 
should be raised to wipe out the 
loss, or at least come close, 


This position, which apparent- 
ly came to the President spec- 
ial delivery frora Postmaster 
General Summerfield, is based 
on a fallacy, 


It is the error of assuming 
the Post Office is a business. In 
reality, it is a public service. 


It is true it costs taxpayers 
money to run the Post Office 
Department. It also costs tax- 
payers money to run the White 
House, the Commerce Depart- 
ment, the Federal judiciary sy- 
stem, the FBI — almost every 
Federal activity. 


The costs of such public ser- 
vices are taken for granted. But 
postal service costs are labeled 
“deficit” and become an issue. 


Why? The answer is that the 
Post Office takes in a great deal 
of money, about $244 billion a 
year. But because the postal 
establishment costs more to 
operate than it takes in, and 
because a law requires annual 
reports comparing receipts with 
costs, the Post Office is singled 
out and charged with operating 
at a deficit. 


Posta es actually are a 
form of taxes. The Post Of- 
fice does not keep the money 
it gets for selling stamps, but 
turns it into the Treasury. Thus 
in urging a postal rates in- 
crease, the Administration seeks 
an indirect tax hike. 


Finally, the theory that the 
Post Office is a business doesn’t 
make sense, Would a business 
charge the same fee to deliver 
a message across the street as. 
it does to handle a letter from 
Florida to Alaska? Would a bus- 
iness operate a branch office in

The plan proposes four such 
reserviors, which would form a 
series of lakes, two or four 
miles wide, from just above 
State Road 46 in Seminole and 
Volusia counties, to State Road 
60 in Indian River County — a 
distance of about 80 miles. 

Each reservoir will be built 
behind a high dam with gates 


ing river 


capable of being opened and} 


shut as required. 


| 
It will be proposed that small 


boat navigation’ facilities be 
provided at each dam, so that 
small boats may travel from 

cksonville to the Vero Beach 
area. 

Since there will not be suf- 
ficient land storage to handle 
such excessive runoff as oc- 
cured during the flood periods 
of 1947 and 1953, engineers 
have advised that some water 
will have to be discharged to 
the Atlantic through the Sebas- 
tian Inlet. 

The FCD's plan therefore pro- 
poses that one diversion canal 
be built from the southernmost 
reservior to connect with Sebas- 
tian Creek in southeast Brevard 
County. 

In addition to the proposed 
four major reserviors, the FCD 
plan provides for some small 
reserviors in the larger swamp 
areas on the western slopes of 
the basin. 

These would delay a portion 
of the runoff from the western 
slopes thereby reduing north- 
erly and easterly peak rates of 
discharge. They would serve al- 
so to hold high groundwater le- 
vels in their immediate vicini: 
ties and thus provide irrigation 
water supplies for farmers.
